With the present report the statistics of building permits issued monthly and 
- annually by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics are enlarged to include 201 munici- 
palities instead of 58 as formerly. The return now includes @11 municipalities 
which have systems of issuing permits. 


A new table is included which shows a classification of all permits issued 
according to the proposed use of the building to be erected, altered or repaired. 
This classification is made up by provinces, and covers residential, institutional, 
commercial, industrial and "all other" structures. It also separates new construc- 
tion from additions, alterations, and repairs. 


The table, showing values and average indexes for the preceding twenty years, 
has been enlarged, and now includes permits for the current and preceding months, 
as well as total values for the last twenty calendar years. 


Average indexes of the value of building permits and of wholesale prices of 
building materials (1926=100) will be shown for the current month, together. with 
the preceding twelve-month period, 

The value of permits issued by each municipality will be shown for the 
current month, the previous month, the corresponding month of last year, and the 
total amount for the past calendar year. 


This report will continue to make comparisons of the 58 and 35 municipali- 


ties as formerly.

THE CONSTRUCTION INDUSTRY IN CANADA 


BUILDING PERMITS, JANUARY, 1940. 


The January, 1940, report of building permits issued includes 
permits from 113 municipalities and has a value of $3,303,212 with 
$2,313,868 representing new construction, while repairs, alterations and 


additions, account for $989,344. 


Of the 201 municipalities in Canada which issue permits, 59 
had nothing to report for January, while 29 failed to respond to our 


enquiries. 


Reports were received from 54 of the 58 municipalities which 
heretofore comprised this report. The value of permits issued by them 
amounted to $2,391,300, while the total for the 35 municipalities was 
2,196,975. Corresponding values for December, 1939, were #6,035,212 


and $5,399,870 respectively. 


The new and amplified tables referred to in the introduction 


to this report follow herewith.

BUILDING PERMITS IN CANADA, FEBRUARY, 1940. 


Commencing with 1940 our enlarged report of Building Permits included 
returns from 201 municipalities. An additional one, Megantic, Quebec, now issues 
permits and has been added to our list, thus making a total of 202 municipalities 
in Canada which will be included in our future compilations, 


It will be realized, of course, that it is not possible to make 
comparisons between detailed totals contained in the monthly reports published in 
the current year with those of past years. The value of building permits for 1940, 
shown in Table 2, is compiled from returns received from 202 municipalities, while 
the years 1920-1939 inclusive contain values from 58 municipalities only, There- 
fore, no comparable figures will be available until 1941. 


The index of 100 is based on the value of permits issued by 58 munici- 
palities in the year 1926, A corresponding index will be compiled for 202 munici- 
palities but this compilation is delayed pending receipt of reports from two of the 

original 58 municipalities. 


For the February report, returns were received from 1435 municipalities. 
106 of these reported detailed building values while 37 had issued no permits 
during the month. The remainder of the 202 municipalities, 59 in number, failed to 
furnish any report, and values of their permits could not be included in this 
compilation, As a consequence the value of the report is temporarily nullified to 
a certain extent, and we are exceedingly disappointed with the lack of cooperation 
evinced by these particular municipal officials.

To be of value, this report must be published sufficiently early after 
the end of each month in order that the information it contains may become ) 
available while it is comparatively new and fresh. To accomplish this purpose it 
is our intention to close off and combine all future reports as at the tenth of 
each month, and all monthly municipal returns must be in our hands by that date. 


We sincerely trust that municipal officials will co-operate actively 
with us in our efforts to make this report portray an accurate monthly trend of 
building conditions in Canada, and that we shall receive their returns regularly 
in future, in sufficient time to permit their inclusion in our report. 


The total value of permits issued in February, 1940, by 106 munici- 
palities is $3,722,799. Revised figures for the month of January now show 117 
municipalities reporting a value of $3,334,337. 56 of the 58 original 
municipalities reported a value of $3,015,089 for February in comparison with a 
revised value of $2,411,950 for January 1940, The total value of permits reported 
by these 58 municipalities in February, 1959, was $1,912,151. 


The aggregate value of permits issued in the first two months of 1940 
‘is $7,057,136, while for the 58 municipalities (56 reporting) the value is 
$5,427,039, The value reported by these 58 municipalities for the first two months 
of 1939 was $3,633,306. 


As stated above, the index of value of building permits for the 202 
municipalities is not yet available. This index for the 58 municipalities stands 
at 42.2 for February, as compared with 26.8 for February, 1959, or an increase of 
15.4 points in February, 1940.

BUILDING PERMITS ISSUED IN CANADA, MARCH, 1940. 
The March report of building permits issued by all municipalities in 
Canada is presented herewith and it includes returns from 150 municipalities. Of 
these, 125 had details to report, while the remaining 25 advised they had issued 
no permits during the month. No response of any kind has been received from 52 
municipalities. 


Reports for the month of March were received from 52 of the original 58 
municipalities, while the total number of reports for the month of February, now 
in our possession, is 174, with 124 of them containing details of permits issued. 


The total value of permits issued in March 1940, and reported to us is 
$5,257,260. Revised figures for the month of February, from 174 municipalities, 
aggregate $3,847,157. The 52 of the original 58 municipalities report a value of 
$4,464,780 for March. Comparative figures for February, covering 55 municipali- 
ties, amount to $3,015,089 and the totel value of permits issued, reported by the 
58 municipalities in March 1939, was $3,359,661. 


The total value of permits issued during the first three months of 

_ 1940, as reported to us, aggregates $12,442,014. The value for the 58 municipalie 
ties is $9,891,819. The corresponding value for the 58 municipalities in the 
first three months of 1939 is $7,092,967. 


Referring to Table 1, it will be observed that new construction of all 
types accounted for 67.35 per cent of the total value. The percentage of new 
residential construction was 44.1]. 


We regret to advise that we have not yet been able to arrive at an index 
value for the 202 municipalities.

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BUILDING PERMITS ISSUED IN CANADA, APRIL, 1940. 

The April report of building permits issued by municipalities in Canada 
is presented herewith and includes returns from 175 municipalities, 25 more than 
we showed in our March report. Of this number, 164 reported detailed permits, 
while the remaining 11 advised that none had been issued by them during that 
month. 27 municipalities failed to report. The total value of permits reported 
to us as having been issued in the month of April is $9,916,639. Revised values 
for the month of March now show permits from 197 municipalities, valued at 
$5,584,166. 


. Of the 58 original municipalities, 57 reported a value of $6,959,537 for 
the month of April. The revised value for the total 58 for the month of March 
amounts to $4,535,791. The corresponding value for April 1939 was $5,960,638. 


The total value of permits issued during the first 4 months by all 
municipalities is $22,756,183, and the revised value for the 58 municipalities 
is $16,981,166. The corresponding value for the 58 in 1939 was $12,953,605. 


New construction of all types amounted to 72.9 per cent of the total 
value and the percentage of new residential construction was 51.4. 


An accurate and authentic index value for the 202 municipalities can 
only be arrived at from values covering a 12 month period. Therefore, this 
index will not be available until 1941.

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BUILDING PERMITS ISSUED IN CANADA, MAY, 1940. 


The May report of Building Permits includes returns from 171 of the 202 
municipalities in Canada which have systems of issuing such permits and of this 
number 167 reported detailed operations. The remaining 4 advised that no permits 
had been issued during the month of May while 31 municipalities failed to report 
by the 10th of June. 


The total value of permits reported as having been issued in the month of 
May is $13,137,281. Revised values for the month of ‘April include returns from all 
municipalities and aggregate $10,927,440. Reports were received from 54 of the 
original 58 minicipalities and show a value of $9,623,112 for last monthe The 
corresponding revised value for April, including all returns, is $7,102,897 and the 
May 1939 value was $6,722,431. 


The total value of permits issued by all municipalities during the first | 
five months of the current year is $36,904,765- The value for the 58 municipalities 
for the same period is $26,750,138, while their corresponding value in 1939 was 
$19,676,036.

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BUILDING PERMITS ISSUED IN CANADA, JUNE, 1940. 


The June report of Building Permits includes returns from 167 
of the 202 municipalities in Canada which have systems of issuing such 
permits and of this number 158 reported detailed operations. The remain- 
ing 9 advised that no permits had been issued during the month of June 
while 35 municipalities had failed to report by the close of July 10th. 


The total value of permits reported as issued in the month of 
June is$9,'25,773. Revised values for the month of Mey include returns 
from 198 municipalities and aggregate $1%,%09,696. Reports were received 
from 54 of the original 5% municipalities and show a value of $7,231,786 
for last month. The corresponding revised value for May includes all 
returns and is $10,085,971 while the June 1939 value was $7,249,970. 


The total value of permits issued by all municipalities during the 
first six months of the current year is $46,911,580. The value for the 
5S municipalities for the same period is $34,249,110, while their corres- 
ponding value in 1939 was $26,461,062. 


During the month of June new construction of all tyves amounted 
to 79 percent of the total value, while the percentage of new residential 
construction was 44.6

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BUILDING PERMITS ISSUED IN CANADA, August, 1940. 


The August report of Building Permits includes returns from 152 
of the 204 municipalities in Canada which have systems for issuing such 
permits and of this mumber 142 reported detailed operations. The remaining 
10 advised that no permits had been issued during the month of August while 
5e municipalities had failed to report at the close of September 10th. 


The total value of permits reported as issued in the month of 
August is $10,103,306. Revised values for the month of July include returns 
from 189 municipalities and aggregate $11,145,709. Reports were received 
from 50 of the original 58 municipalities and show a value of $6,819,076 for 
the last month. The corresponding revised value for July includes 56 returns 
and is $8,089,916, while the July 1939 value was $6,178,212. 


The total value of permits issued by all municipalities during 
the eight elapsed months of the current year is $68,550,380. The value for 
the 58 municipalities for the same period is $49,281,987, while their corres- 
ponding value in 1939 was $39,807,093. 


During the month of August new construction of all types amounted 
to 72.5 percent of the total value, while the percentage of new residential 
construction was 40.0

The September report of Building Permits includes returns from 
166 of the 204 municipalities in Canada which have systems for issuing such 
permits and of this number 155 reported detailed operations. The remaining 
§ advised that no permits had been issued during the month of September 
while 38 municipalities had failed to report at the close of October 10th. 


The total value of permits reported as issued in the month of 
September is $10,014,340. Revised values for the month of August include 
returns from 18/7 municipalities and aggregate $11,555,102. Reports were 
\ received from 56 of the original 58 municipalities and show a value of 
$6,426,220 for the last month. The corresponding revised value for August 
includes 57 returns and is $7,693,732, while the September 1939 value was 
$4,135,62u. 


The total value of permits issued by all municipalities during 
the nine elapsed months of the current year is $81,324,052. The value for 
the 58 municipalities for the same period is $57,749,872, while their 
corresponding value in 1939 was $43,911,494. 


During the month of September new construction of all types 
amounted to 82.1 percent of the total value, while the percentage of new 
residential construction was 37.6

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The October report of Building Pérmits includes returns from 
(174 of the 204 municipalities in Canada which have systems for issuing such 
permits and of this number 166 reported detailed operations. ‘The remaining 
- 8 advised that no permits had been issued during the month of October while

The total value of permits reported as issued in the month of 
October is $12,154,271. Revised values for the month of September include 
- returns from 194 municipalities and ageregate $10,408,205. Reports were 
‘received from all of the original 58 municipalities and show a value of 
$3,466,440 for October. .The corresponding revised value for September for 
all 58 municipalities is $6,478,610, while the October 1939 value was 
$5,623,900. 


The total value of permits issued by all municipalities during 
the ten elapsed months of the current year is $93,877,583. The value for the 
58 municipalities for the same period is $66,268,702, while their corresponding 
value in 1939 was $49,539,913. 


During the month of October new construction of all types amounted 
to 75.4 percent of the total value, while the percentage of new residential 
construction was 42.1.

BUILDING PERMITS ISSUED IN CANADA, NOVEMBER, 19U0. 


The November report of Building Permits includes returns from 
166 of the 204 manicipalities in Canada which have systems for issuing such 
permits and of this number 148 reported detailed operations. The remaining 
18 advised that no permits had been issued during the month of November while 
38 mmnicipalities had failed to report at the close of December 10th. 


The total value of permits reported as issued in the month of 
November is $10,364,343. Revised values for the month of October include 
returns from 189 mmicipalities and aggregate $12,346,156. Reports were 
received from 54 of the original 58 municipalities and show a value of $7,530,566 
for November. The corresponding value for October for all 58 municipalities is 
$8,1566,Uu0, while the November 1930 value was $4,186,930. 


The total value of permits issued by all municipalities during the 
eleven elapsed months of the current year is $105 ,096,724. The value for the 
5&8 municipalities for the same period is $73,799,268, while their corresponding 
value in 1939 was $53,658,802. 


During the month of November new construction of all types amounted 
to 71.0 per cent of the total value, while the percentage of new residential 
construction was O.1.

The January report of Building Permits includes returns from 160 of 
the 204 municipalities in Canada which have systems for issuing such permits 
and of this number 121 reported detailed operations, The remaining 39 advised 
that no permits had been issued during the month of January while 44 munici- 
palities had failed to report at the close of February 12th. 


The total value of permits reported as issued in the month of January 
is $4,356,096. Revised values for the month of December 1940 include returns 
from 203 municipalities and aggregate $7,485,753. Reports were received from 
5: of the original 58 municipalities and show a value of %3,533,852 for January. 
The corresponding value for December 1940 for all 58 municipalities is $6,067,993, 
while the January 1940 value was $2,415,722. 


The total value of permits issued by all municipalities during the 
twelve months of the past year was $113,005,208, The value for the 58 munici- 
palities for the same period was $80,274,350, while their corresponding value 
in 1939 was $60,272,379.

The March report of Building Permits includes returns from 181 of 
the 204 municipalities in Canada which have systems for issuing such permits 
and of this number 145 reported detailed operations. The remaining 36 advised 
that no permits had been issued during the month of March while 23 municipali- 
ties had failed to report at the closeof April 15th. 


The total value of permits reported as issued in the month of 
March is $8,368,161. Revised values for the month of February include returns 
from 202 municipalities and ageregate $5,850,843. Reports were received from 
56 of the original 58 municipalities and show a value of $6,397,623 for March. 
The corresponding revised value for February includes 58 returns and is 
$4,754,675, while the March 1940 value was $4,538,201. 


The total value of permits issued by all municipalities during the 


three elapsed months of the current year is $18,712,699. The value of the 58 
municipalities for the same period is $14,715,675, while their corresponding 
value in 1940 was $10,025,434. 


During the month of March new construction of all types amounted 
to 71.8 per cent of the total value, while the percentage of new residential 
construction was 44.9.

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BUILDING PERMITS ISSUED IN CANADA, APRIL, 1941, 


The April report of Building Permits includes returns from 185 of 
the 204 municipalities in Canada which have systems for issuing such permits 
and of this number 177 reported detailed operations. The remaining 7 advised 
that no permits had been issued during the month of April while 19 municipali- 
ties had failed to report at the close of May 15th. 


The total value of permits reported as issued in the month of April 
is $15,336,790. Revised values for the month of March include returns from 
205 municipalities and aggregate $8,541,356. Reports were received from 58 
of the original 58 municipalities and show a value of $12,552,258 for April. 
The corresponding revised value for March includes 58 returns and is $6,418,- 
108, while the April 1940 value was $7,102,897. 


The total value of permits issued by all municipalities during the 
four elapsed months of the current year is $34,233,769. The value of the 58 
municipalities for the same period is $27,288,418, while their corresponding 
value in 1940 was $17,128,331. 


During the month of April new construction of all tynes amounted 
to 81.7 per cent of the total value, while the percentare of new residential 
construction was 43.9.

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BUILDING PERMITS ISSUED IN CANADA, MAY, 1941. 


The May report of Building Permits includes returns from 175 of 
the 204 municipalities in Canada which have systems for issuing such permits 
and of this number 170 reported detailed operations. The remaining 5 advised 
that no permits had been issued during the month of May while 29 municipalities 
had failed to report at the close of June 12th. 


The total value of permits reported as issued in the month of May 
is $16,572,356. Revised values for the month of April include returns from 
202 municipalities and aggregate $15,901,543. Reports were received from 57 
of the original 58 municipalities and show a value of $12,683,624 for May. 

The corresponding revised value for April includes 58 returns and is $12,552,- 
258, while the May 1940 value was $10,085,971. 


The total value of permits issued by all municipalities during the 
five elapsed months of the current year is $51,370,878. The value of the 58 
_ Municipalities for the same period is $39,972,042, while their corresponding 
value in 1940 was $27,214,302. 


During the month of May new construction of all types amounted 
to 81.0 per cent of the total value, while the percentage of new residential 
construction was 48.4,

BUILDING PERMITS ISSUED IN CANADA, JUNE, 1941. 


The June report of Building Permits inoludes returns from 160 of 
the 204 municipalities in Canada which have systems for issuing such permits 
and of this number 149 reported detailed operations. The remaining 11 advised 
that no permits had been issued during the month of June while 44 municipalities 
had failed to report at the close of July 10th. 


The total value of permits reported as issued in the month of June 
is $10,958,394, Revised values for the month of May include returns from 201 
municipalities and aggregate $17,099,935. Reports were received from 56 of the 
original 58 municipalities and show a value of $8,471,956 for June. The corre- 
sponding revised value ton May includes 58 returns and is $12,702,094, while 
the June 1940 value was $7,746,496. 


The total value of permits issued by all municipalities during the 
six elapsed months of the current year is $60,801,463. The value of the 58 
municipalities for the same period is $48,462,468, while their corresponding 
value in 1940 was $34,960,798. 


During the month of June new construction of all types amounted 


to 78.7 per cent of the total value, while the percentage of new residential 
construction was 59.7.

BUILDING PERMITS ISSUED IN CANADA, JULY, 1941. 


The July report of Building Permits includes returns from 171 of 
the 204 municipalities in Canada which have systems for issuing such permits 
and of this number 161 reported detailed operations. The remaining 10 
advised that no permits had been issued during the month of July while 33 
municipalities had failed to report at the close of August 10th. 


The total value of permits reported as issued in the month of July 
is $12,216,493. Revised values for the month of June include returns from 200 
municipalities and aggregate $11,668,324. Reports were received from 57 of the 
original 58 municipalities and show a value of $9,575,086 for July. The corre- 
sponding revised value for June includes 58 returns and is $8,534,554, while 
the July 1940 value was $8,878,747. 


The total value of permits issued by all municipalities during the 
seven elapsed months of the current year is $75,797,691. The value of the 58 
municipalities for the same period is $58,100,152, whilé their corresponding 
value in 1940 was $43,839,545. 


During the month of July new construction of all types amounted to 
74.7 per cent of the total value, while the percentage of new residential 
construction was 48.0.

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BUILDING PERMITS ISSUED IN CANADA, AUGUST, 1941 


The August report of Building Permits includes returns from 174 of 
the 204 municipalities in Canada which have systems for issuing such permits 
and of this number 169 reported detailed operations. The remaining 5 advised 
that no permits had been issued during the month of August while 30 municipal- 
ities had failed to report at the close of September 10th. 


The total value of permits reported as issued in the month of August 
is $12,134,018. Revised vaiues for the month of July include returns from 200 
municipalities and aggregate $12,904,437. Reports were received from 56 of 
the original 58 municipalities and show a value of $9,394,353 for August. The 
corresponding revised value for July includes 58 returns and is $9,610,473, 
while the August value was $7,705,592. 


The total value of permits issued by 211 municipalities during the 
eight elapsed months of the current year is $88,695,678. The value of the 58 
municipalities for the same period is $67,466,152, while their corresponding 
value in 1940 was $51,545,137. 


During the month of August new construction of all types amounted 
to 79.0 per cent of the total value, while the percentage of new residential 
construction was 44.3.

BUILDING PERMITS ISSUED IN CANADA, SEPTEMBER, 1941 


the September report of Building Permits includes returns from 178 of 
the 204 municipalities in Canada which have systems for issuing such permits and 
of this number 167 reported detailed operations. The remaining 11 advised that 
no permits had been issued during the month of August while 26 municipalities had 
failed to report at the close of October 12th. 


The total value of permits reported as issued in the month of September 
is $12,246,613. Revised values for the month of August include returns from 200 
municipalities and aggregate $12,849,441. Repvorts were received from 57 of the 
original 58 municipalities and show a value of $8,074,919 for September. The 
corresponding revised value for August includes 58 returns and is $9,620,358, 
while the September, 1940 value was $6,478,610. 


The total value of permits issued by all municipalities during the 
‘nine elapsed months of the current year is $101,656,904. The value of the 58 
municipalities for the same period is $75,767,076, while their corresponding 
value in 1940 was $58,023, 747. 


During the month of September new construction of all types amounted to 
80.2 per cent of the total value, while the percentage of new residential con- 
struction was 41.2.

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BUILDING PERMITS ISSUED IN CANADA, OCTOBER, 1941 


The October report of Building Permits includes returns from 173 of the 
204 municipalities in Canada which have systems for issuing such permits and of 
this number 166 reported detailed operations. The remaining 7 advised that no 
permits had been issued during the month of October while 31 municipalities had 
failed to report at the close of November 12th. 


The total value of permits reported as issued in the month of October 
is $12,901,757. Revised values for the month of September include returns from 
201 municipalities and aggregate $12,495,218. Reports were received from 57 of the 
original 58 municipalities and show a value of $10,095,922 for October. The corre- 
sponding revised value for September includes 58 returns and is $8,101,171, while 
the October, 1940 value was $8,466,440. 


The total value of permits issued by all municipalities during the ten 
elapsed months of the current year is $114,807,992. The value of the 58 munici- 
palities for the same period is $85,889,250, while their corresponding value in 
1940 was $66,490,187. 


During the month of October new construction of all types amounted to 
77.4 per cent of the total value, while the percentage of new residential con- 
struction was 51.4.

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BUILDING PERMITS ISSUED IN CANADA, NOVEMBER, 1941 


The November report of Building Permits includes returns from 190 of the 
204 municipalities in Canada which have systems for issuing such permits and of 
this number 167 reported detailed operations. The remaining 23 advised that no 
permits had been issued during the month of November while 14 municipalities had 
failed to report at the close of December 12th. 


The total value of permits reported as issued in the month of November 
is $11,465,444. Revised values for the month of October include returns from 203 
municipalities and aggregate $13,137,056. Reports were received from 57 of the 
Original 58 municipalities and show a value of $8,572,689 for November. The corre- 


sponding revised value for October includes 58 returns and is $10,100,422, while 


the November, 1940 value was $7,716,170. 


The total value of permits issued by all municipalities during the eleven 
elapsed months of the current year is $126,506,945. The value of the 58 munici- 
palities for the same period is $94,467,439, while their corresponding valve in 
1940 was $74,206,357. 


During the month of November new construction of all types amounted to 
84.5 per cent of the total value, while -the percentage of new residential construc- 
tion was 34.7.

The December report of Building Permits includes returns from 175 of 
the 204 municipalities in Canada which have systems for issuing such permits 
and of this number 137 reported detailed operations. The remaining 38 advised 
that no permits had been issued during the month of December while 29 munici- 
palities had failed to report at the close of January 12th. 


The total value of permits reported as issued in the month of 
December is $7,097,628. Revised values for the month of November include re- 
turns from 201 municipalities and aggregate $11,244,334. Reports were received 
from 55 of the 58 original municipalities and show a value of $5,427,347 for 
December. The corresponding revised value for November includes 58 returns 
and is $8,575,989, while the December, 1940 value was $6,067,993. 


The total value of permits issued by all municipalities during the 
twelve elapsed months of the current vear is $133,986,074. The value of the 
58 municipalities for the same period is $99,897,086, while their correspon- 
ding value in 1940 was $80,274,350. 


During the month of December new construction of all types amounted 
to 72.9 per cent of the total value, while the percentage of new residential 
construction was 34.6.

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BUILDING PERMITS ISSUED IN CANADA, FEBRUARY, 1942 


The February report of Building Permits includes returns from 179 of 
the 204 monicipalities in Canada which have systems for issuing such permits 
and of this number 130 reported detailed operations. The remaining 49 advised 
that no permits had been issued during the month of February while 25 munici- 
palities had failed to report at the close of March 12th. 


The total value of permits revorted as issued in the month of February 
‘is $4,354,695. Revised values for the month of January include returns from 
201 municipalities and aggregate $6,432,687. Reports were received from 57 
of the 58 original municipalities and show a value of $4,246,246 for February. 
The corresponding revised value for January includes 58 returns and is 
$3,712,020, while the February, 1941 value was $4,754,675. 


The total value of permits issued by all municipalities during the 
two elapsed months of the current year is $10,787,382. The values of the 58 
municipalities for the same period is $7,958,276, while their corresponding 
value in 1940 was $8,351,296. 


During the month of February new construction of all types amounted 
to 66.8 per cent of the total value, while the percentage of new residential 
construction was 35.3.

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The March report of Building Permits includes returns from 177 of 
the 204 mmicipalities in Canada which have systems for issuing such permits 
and of this number 143 reported detailed operations. The remaining 34 advised 
that no permits had been issued during the month of March while 27 munios- 
palities had failed to report at the close of April 12th. 


The total value of permits reported as issued in the month of March 
is $6,831,997, Revised values for the month of February include returns from 
202 municipalities and aggregate $4,407,965. Reports were received from 58 
of the 58 original mmicipalities and show a vaiuve of $5,707,622 for March. 
The corresponding revised value for February includes 58 returns and is 
$3,743,555, while the March, 1941 value was $6,418,108. 


The total value of permits issued by all mumicipalities during the 
three elapsed months of the current year is $17,672,649. The value of the 58 
mmicipalities for the same period is $13,697,423, while their corresponding 
value in 1941 was $14,669,440. 


During the month of March new construction of all types amounted 
to 74.3 per cent of the totel value, while the percentage of new residential 
construction was 46.6.

The April report of Building Permits includes returns from Liteon 
the 204 municipalities in Canada which have systems for issuing such permits 
and of this number 161 reported detailed operations, The remaining 10 advised 
that no permits had been issued during the month of April while 33 munici- 
palities had failed to report at the close of May l2the 


The total value of permits reported as issued in the month of April 
is $10,975,550. Revised values for the month of March include returns from 
202 mumicipalities and aggregate $6,972,081. Reports were received from 55 
of the 58 original mmicipalities and show a value of $8,865,957 for April. 
The corresponding revised value for March includes 98 returns and is 
$5,707,622, while the April, 1941 value was $12,552,258. 


The total value of permits issued by all municipalities during the 
four elapsed months of the current year is $28,790,003. The value of the 58 
municipalities for the same period is $22,565,560, while their corresponding 
value in 1941 was $27,221,698. 


During the month of April new construction of all types amounted 
to 79.5 per cent of the total value, while the percentage of new residential 
construction was 42.0.

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BUILDING PERMITS ISSUED IN CANADA, MAY, 1942 


The May report of Building Permits includes returns from 177 of the 
204 municipalities in Canada which have systems for issuing such permits and 
of this number 166 reported detailed operations. The remaining 11 advised 
that no permits had been issued during the month of May while 27 mnici- 
palities had failed to report at the closes of June 12th. 


The total value of permits reported as issued in the month of May 
is $8,556,122. Revised valves for the month of April include returns from 
200 municipalities and aggregate $11,295,975. Reports were received from 56 
of the 58 original municipalities and show a value of $6,513,162 for May. 
The corresponding revised value for April includes 58 returns and is 
$9,050,784, while the May, 1941 value was $12,704,074. 


‘The total value of permits issued by all municipalities during the 
five elapsed months of the current year is $37,665,830. The value of the 58 
municipalities for the same period is $29,241,369, while their corresponding 
value in 1941 was $39,925,772. 


During the month of May new construction of all tyrpss amounted to 
70.3 per cent of the total value, while the percentage of new residential 
construction was 55.7.

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BUILDING PERMITS ISSUED IN CANADA, JUNE, 1942 


fhe June report of Building Permits includes returns from 175 of the 
204 municipalities in Canada which have systems for issuing such permits and 
of this number 162 reported detailed operations. The remaining 13 advised 
that no permits had been issued during the month of June while 29 munici- 
palities had failed to report at the olose of July 12th. 


The total value of permits reported as issued in the month of June 
is $9,979,288. Revised values for the month of May include returns from 
201 municipalities and aggregate $9,250,895. Reports were received from 56 
of the 58 original municipalities and show a value of $7,612,333 for June. 
The corresponding revised value for May includes 58 returns and is $6,552,773, 
while the June, 1941 value was $8,534,554. 


The total value of permits issued by all municipalities during the 
six elapsed months of the current year is $48,339,891. The value of the 58 
municipalities for the same period is $36,913,515, while their corresponding 
value in 1941 was $48,461,326. 


During the month of June new construction of all types amounted to 
72.1 per cent of the total value, while the percentage of new residential 
construction was 54.4.

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BUILDING PERMITS ISSUED IN CANADA, JULY, 1942. 


The July report of Building Permits includes returns from 174 of 
the 204 municipalities in Canada which have systems for issuing such permits 
and of this number 159 reported detailed operations. The remaining 15 
advised that no permits had bsen issued during the month of July while 30 
municipalities had failed to report at the close of August 12th. 


The total value of permits reported as issued in the month of July 
is $8,341,741. Revised values for the month of June include returns from 
199 municipalities and aggregate $10,427,675. Reports were received from 56 
of the 58 original municipalities and show a value of $7,085,076 for July. 
The corresponding revised value for June includes 58 returns and is $7, 635, 689, 
while the daly, 1941, value was $9,610,473. 


The total value of permits issued by all municipalities during the 
seven elapsed months of the current year is $56,565,072. The value of the 58 
municipslities for the same period is $44,021,745, while their corresponding 
value in 1941 was $58,071 799. 


During the month of July new construction of all types amounted to 
73.9 per cent of the total value, while the percentage of new residential 
construction was 44.6.

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BUILDING PERMITS ISSUED IN CANADA, AUGUST, 1942. 


The August report of Building Permits includes returns from 178 of 
the 204 mmicipalities in Canada which have systems for issuing such permits 
and of this number 161 reported detailed operations. The remaining 17 advised 
that no permits had been issued during the month of August while 26 mmici- 
palities had failed to report at the close of September 12th. 


The total value of permits reported as issued in the month of August 
is $8,159,508. Revised values for the month of July include returns from 201 
municipalities and aggregate #10,676,743. Reports were received from oe of 
the 58 original mmnicipalities and show a value of $6,077,182 for August. The 
corresponding revised value for July includes 58 réturns and is £7 ,734,966 
while the August, 1941, value was $9,620,358. 


The total value of permits issued by all municipalities during the 
eight elapsed months of the current year is *70,072,454. The value of the 58 
municipalities for the same period is $50,748,817, while their corresponding 
value in 1941 was $67,692,157. 


During the month of August new construction of all types amounted 
to 73.4 per cent of the total value, while the percentage of new residential 
construction was 47.1

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BUILDING PERMITS ISSUED IN CANADA, SEPTEMBER, 1942. 


The September report of Building Permits includes returns from 166 of 
the 204 municipalities in Canada which have systems for issuing such permits 
and of this number 156 reported detailed operations. The remaining 10 advised 
that no permits had been issued during the month of September while 38 munici- 
palities had failed to report at the close of October 12th. 


The total value of permits reported as issued in the month of 
September is $10,540,657. Revised values for the month of August include 
returns from 201 municipalities and aggregate $8,340,878. Reports were received 
from 55 of the 58 original municipalities and show a value of $7,448,396 for 
September. The corresponding revised value for August includes 58 returns and 
is $6,178,192 while the September, 1941, velue was $8,101,171. 


The total value of permits issued by all municipalities during the 
nine elapsed months of the current year is $80,863,920. The value of the 58 
municipalities for the same period is $58,298,223, while their corresponding 
value in 1941 was "$75,793,328. 


During the nonth of September new construction of all types amounted 
to 76.9 per cent of the total value, while the percentage of new residential 
construction was 41.5.

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BUILDING PERMITS ISSUED IN CANADA, OCTOBER, 1942 


The October report of Building Permits includes returns from 174 of 
the 204 municipalities in Canada which have systems for issuing such permits 
and of this number 156 reported detailed operations, The remaining 18 advised 
that no permits had been issued during the month of October while 30 munici- 
palities had failed to report at the close of November 12th. 


The total value of permits reported as issued in the month of October 
ia $8,188,606. Revised values for the month of September include returns 
from 200 municipalities and aggregate $10,876,969. Reports were received 
from 56 of the 58 original municipalities and show a value of $6,248,700 for 
October, The corresponding revised value for September, includes 58 returns 
and is $7,624,268, while the October, 1941, value was $10,100,422, 


The total value of permits issued by all municipalities during the 
ten elapsed months of the current vear is $89,385,894. The value of the 58 
municipalities for the same period is $64,722,795, while their corresponding 
value in 1941 was $85,893,750. 


During the month of October new construction of all types amounted to 
81.4 per cent of the total value, while the percentage of new residential 
construction was 56.6..

The November report of Building Permits includes returns from 164 
of the 204 municipalities in Canada which have systems for issuing such per- 
mits and of this number 136 reported detailed operations. The remaining 28 
advised that no permits had been issued during the month of November, while 
40 municipalities had failed to report at the close of December 12th. 


The total value of permits reported as issued in the month of 
November is $7,624,195. Revised values for the month of October include 
returns from 202 municipalities and aggregate $8,432,251. Reports were 
received from 57 of the 58 original municipalities and snow a value of 
$5,485,935 for November. The corresponding revised value for October, in- 
cludes 58 returns and is $6,277,620, while the November 1941, value was 
$8,575,989. 


The total value of permits issued by all municipalities during 
the eleven elapsed months of the current year is $97,257,153. The value 
of the 58 municipalities for the same period is $70,237,650, while their 
corresponding value in 1941 was $94,469,739. 


During the month of November new construction of all types anounted 
to 74.9 per cent of the total value, while the percentage of new residential 
construction was 34,3,

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BUILDING PERMITS ISSUED IN CANADA, JANUARY, 1943. 


The January report of Building Permits includes returns from 156 of 
the 204 municipalities in Canada which have systems for issuing. such permits 
and of this number 96 reported detailed operations. The remaining 60 advised 
that no permits had been issued during the month of January, while 48 munici- 
palities had failed to report at the close of February 12th. 


The total value of permits reported as issued in the month of 
January is $3,222,524. Revised values for the month of December include re- 
turns from 203 municipalities and aggregate $6,625,430. Reports were received 
from 53 of the 58 original municipalities and show a value of $1,625,893 for 
Januarye The corresponding revised value of December, includes 58 returns 
and is $6,162,130, while the January 1942 value was $4,246,246. 


The total value of permits issued by all municipalities during the 
twelve elapsed months of the past year was $104,236,278. The value of the 
58 municipalities for the same period was $76,640,596, while their correspon- 
pine value in 1941 was $101,047,815. 


During the month of January new construction of all types amounted 
to 72.5 per cent of the total value, while the percentage of new residential 
construction was 22.6.

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BUILDING PERMITS ISSUED IN CANADA, MARCH, 1943, 


The March report of Building Permits includes ere from 177 of 
the 204 municipalities in Canada which have systems for issuing such permits 
and of this number 135 reported detailed operations. The remaining 42 ad- 
vised that no permits had been issued during the month of March, while 27 
municipalities had failed to report at the close of April l2th. 


The total value of permits reported as issued in the month of 
March is $4,934,580. Revised values for the month of February include returns 
from 200 municipalities and aggregate $2,420,466. Reports were received from 
56 of the 58 original municipalities and show a value of $4,225,108 for March. 
The corresponding revised value of February includes 58 returns and is 
$1,863,479, while the March 1942 value was $5,707,622. 


_ fhe total value of vermits issued by all municipalities during the 
three elapsed months of this year is $10,899,375. The value of the ‘58 muni- 
cipalities for the same period is $7,787, 495, while their corresponding phe 
in 1942 was $13, 697, 423, 


During the month of March new construction of a11 types amounted 
- to 77.7 per cent of the total value, while the percentage of new residential 
construction was 52.5.

The April report of Building Permits includes returns from 174 of 
the 204 municipalities in Canada which have systems for issuing such permits 
and of this number 158 reported detailed operations. The remaining 16 ad- 
vised that no permits had been issued during the month of April, while 30 — 

Municipalities had failed to report at the close of May l2th. 


The total value of permits reported as issued in the month of ! 
April is $7,342,378. Revised values for the month of March include returns 
from 199 municipalities and aggregate $5,025,102. Reports were received from 
97 of the 58 original municipalities and Baby. a value of $5,856,963 for April. 
_ The corresponding revised value of March includes 58 returns and is $4,280,955, 
while the April 1942 value was $9,050,784. 


The total value of permits issued by all municipalities during the 
four elapsed months of this year is $18,332,275. The value of the 58 muni- 
cipalities for the same period is $13,644, 458, while their corresponding value 
in 1942 was $22,748,207. 


During the month of April new construction of all types amounted 
to 73.0 per cent of the total value, while the percentage of new residential 
construction was 43.8,

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BUILDING PERMITS ISSUED IN CANADA, MAY, 1943. 


The Mey report of Building Permits includes returns from 164 of the 204 
municipalities in Canada which have systems for issuing such permits and of this 
number 147 reported detailed operations, The remaining 17 advised that no per- 
mits had been issued during the month of May, while 40 mmicipalities had failed 
to report at the close of June 10th. 


The totel value of permits reported as issued in the month of May is 
$7,891,858. Revised values for the month of April include returns from 200 muni- 
cipalities end aggregate $7,528,081. Reports were received from 57 of the 58 
original municipalities end show a value of $6,496,563 for May, The corres- 
ponding revised value of April includes 58 returns and is $5,876,214, while the 
May, 1942 value was $6,552,773. 


The total value of permits issued by all municipalities during the five 
elapsed months of this year is $26,412,726. The value of the 58 municipalities 
for the same period is $20,218,604, while their corresponding value in 1942 was 
$29,300,980. 


During the month of May new construction of all types amounted to 74.9 
per cent of the total value, while the percentage of new residential construc- 
tion was 52.8. 


Recent research work on housing statistics has emphasized the need for 
data on housing units currently built. Through the collaboration of the research 
steff of the Advisory Committee on Reconstruction, the Bureau now compiles in- 
formation on the physical increase as distinct of dollar values of house building 
month by month. 


Table No, 4 is arranged so as to give complete information as to the 
number and description of new housing units (new buildings and conversions) 
beginning with 1943. Date ere also given for relevant months of 1942 for 
purpose of comparison. 


It is hoped that this information may be of specific value in relation 
to a postwar housing programe.

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BUILDING PERMITS ISSUED IN CANADA, JUNE, 1943, 


The June report of Building Permits included returns from 182 of the 204 
municipalities in Canada which have systems for issuing such permits and of this 
number 169 reported detailed operations. The remaining 13 advised that no permits 
had been issued during the month of June, while 22 municivalities had failed to 
report at the close of July 10th. 


The total value of permits reported as issued in the month of June is 
$7,895,250. Revised values for the month of May include returns from 200 muni- 
cipalities and aggregate $8,663,057, Reports were received from 55 of the 58 
original municipalities and show a value of $5,779,612 for June. The corres- 
ponding revised value of May includes 58 returns and is $6,734,463, while the 
June, 1942 value was $7,635,689. 


The total value of permits issued by all municipalities during the six 
elapsed monthe of this year is $35,076,195. The value of the 58 municipalities 
for the same period is $25,998,216, while their corresponding value in 1942 was 
$36, 938,034. 


During the month of June new conetruction of all types amounted to 70.8 
per cent of the total value, while the percentage of new residential construc- 
tion was 56,4

fhe July report of Building Permits included returns from 170 of the 204 
municipalities in Canada which have systems for issuing such permite and of this - 
number 159 reported detailed operations, The remaining 11 advised that no permits 
had been issued during the month of July, while 34 municipalities had failed to 
report at the close of August 10th. 


The total value of permits reported as issued in the month of July is 
$9,697,625. Revised values for the month of June include returns from 20] muni- 
cipalities and aggregate $8,070,927. Reports were received from 56 of the 58 
original municipalities and show a value of $7,870,292 for July. The corres- 
ponding revised value of June includes 58 returns and is $5,915,369, while the 
July, 1942 value was $7,734, 966, 


The total value of permits issved by all municipalities during the seven 
elapsed monthe of this year is $44,964,922. The value of the 58 municipalities 
for the same period is $34,004,365, while their corresponding value in 1942 was 
$44, 785,501. 


During the month of July new construction of all types amounted to 74,3 
per cent of the total value, while the percentage of new residential construc- 
tion was 58.34.

The August report of Building Permits included returns fran 173 of the 
204 municipalities in Canada which have systems for ussuing such permits and of 
| this number 158 reported detailed operations. The remaining 15 advised that no 
permits had been issued during the month of August, while 31 municipalities had 
failed to report at the close of September 10th. 


The total value of permits reported as issued in the month of August is 
$7,080, 395. Revised values for the month of July include returns from 201 
municipalities and aggregate $9,843,479. Reports were received fram 56 of the 
58 original municipalities and show a value of $5, 589,474 for August. The 
corresponding revised value of July includes 57 returns and is $7,872,172 while 
the August, 1942 value was $6,178,192. 


The total value of permits issued by all municipalities during the eight 
elapsed months of this year is $52,195,351. The value of the 58 municipalities 
for the same period is $39,595,719, while their corresponding value in 1942 was 
$50,963,693. 


During the month of August new construction of all types amounted to 
64.2 per cent of the total value, while the percentage of new residential con- 
struction was 51.8.

New Housing Units (1) 
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BUILDING PERMITS ISSUED IN CANADA, SEPTEMBER, 1943. 


The September report of Building Permits included returns from 169 of the 
204 municipalities in Canada which have systems for issuing such permits and of 
this number 159 reported detailed operations. The remaining 10 advised that no 
permits has been issued during the month of September, while 35 municipalities had 
failed to report at the close of October 10th. 


The total value of permits reported as issued in the month of September is 
$6,992,893. Revised values for the month of August include returns from 200 
municipalities and aggregate $7,530,596. Reports were received from 54 of the 
58 original municipalities and show a value of $5,359,619 for September. The 
corresponding revised value of August includes 58 returns and is $5,670,059 while 
the September, 1942 value was $7,624,178. 


The total value of permits issued by all municipalities during the nine 
elapsed months of this year is $59,638,445. The value of the 58 municipalities 
for the same period is $45,035,923, while their corresponding value in 1942 was 
$58,587,871. 


During the month of September new construction of all types amounted to 
7448 per cent of the total value, while the percentage of new residential con- 
struction was 58.6. 


Table No. 4 is arranged so as to give complete information as to the 
mumber and description of new housing units (new buildings and conversions) 
beginning with 1943. Data are also given for relevant months of 1942 for 
purpose of comparison.

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BUILDING PERMITS ISSUED IN CANADA, OCTOBER, 1943. 


The October report of Building Permits included returns from 174 of the 
204 municipalities in Canada which have systems for issuing such permits and of 
this number 157 reported detailed operations. The remaining 17 advised that no 
permits has been issued during the month of October, while 50 municipalities had 
failed to report at the close of November 10th. 


The total value of permits reported as issued in the month of October is 
$6,605,794. Revised values for the month of September include returns from 202 
municipalities and aggregate $7,709,916. Reports were received from 55 of the 
58 original municipalities and show a value of $5,286,911 for October. The 
corresponding revised value of September includes 58 returns and is $5,846,117 
while the October, 1942 value was $6,277,620. 


The total value of permits issued by all municipalities during the ten 
elapsed months of this year is $66,980,812. The value of the 58 municipalities 
for the same period is $50,809,352, while their corresponding value in 1942 was 
$64,865,491. 


During the month of October new construction of all types amounted to 
71.4 per cent of the total value, while the percentage of new residential con- 
struction was 59.7.

The November report of Building Permits included returns from 172 of the 
204 municipalities in Canada which have systems for issuing such permits and of 
this number 144 reported detailed operations. The remaining 28 advised that no 
permits has been issued during the month of November, while 32 municipalities 
had failed to report at the close of December 10th. 


The total value of permits reported as:issued in the month of November is 
$6,348,196. Revised values for the month of October include returns from 202 
municipalities and aggregate $6,880,239. Reports were received from 57 of the 
58 original municipalities and show a value of $5,100,625 for November. The 
corresponding revised value of October includes 58 returns and is $5,326,641 
while the November, 1942 value was $5,612,975. 


The tota] value of permits issued by all municipalities during the eleven 
elapsed months of this year is $73,606,388. The value of the 58 municipalities 
for the same period is $55,949,687, while their corresponding value in 1942 was 
$70,478,466, 


During the month of November new construction of all types amounted to 
74.7 per cent of the total value, while the percentage of new residential con- 
struction was 60.7.

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BUILDING PERMITS ISSUED IN CANADA, DECEMBER, 1943. 


The December report of Building Permits included returns from 162 of the 
204 municipalities in Canada which have systems for issuing such permits and of 
this number 126 reported detailed operations. The remaining 36 advised that no 
permits had been issued during the month of December, while 42 municipalities 
had failed to report at the close of January 10th. 


The total value of permits reported as issued in the month of December is 
$5,606,463. Revised values for the month of November include returns from 199 
municipalities and aggregate $6,459,327. Reports were received from 50 of the 
58 original municipalities and show a value of $4,220,365 for December. The 
corresponding revised value of November includes 58 returns and is $5,103,260 
while the December 1942 value was $6,162,130. 


The total value of permits issued by all municipalities during the twelve 
elapsed months of this year is $79,324,631. The value of the 58 municipalities 
for the same period is $60,172,687, while their corresponding value in 1942 was 
$76,640,596. 


During the month of December new construction of all types amounted to 
79.1 per cent of the total value, while the percentage of new residential con- 
struction was 34.5. 


Table No. 4 is arranged so as to give complete information as to the 
number and description of new housing units (new buildings and conversions ) 
beginning with 1943, Data are also given for relevant months of 1942 for 
purpose of comparison.

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RUILDING PERMITS ISSUED IN CANADA, JANUARY, 1944. 


The January report of Building Permits included returns from 168 of the 
204 municipalities in Canada which have systems for issuing such permits and of 
this number 126 reported detailed operations. The remaining 42 advised that no 
permits had been issued during the month of January, while 36 municipalities 
had failed to report at the close of February 10th. 


The total value of permits reported as issued in the month of January is 
$4,663,016. Revised values for the month of December include returns from 204 
municipalities and aggregate $6,381,375. Reports were received from 55 of the 
58 original municipalities and show a value of $4,244,165 for January. The 
corresponding revised value of December includes 58 returns and is $5,033,583 
while the January 1943 value was $1,701,393. 


The total value of permits issued by all municipalities during the twelve 
elapsed months of last year was $80,190,123. The value of the 58 municipalities 
for the same period was $61,537,956, while their corresponding value in 1942 was 
$76,640,596. 


During the month of January new construction of all types amounted to 71.4 
per cent of the total value, while the percentage of new residential construction 
was 33.9. 


Table No. 4 is arranged so as to give complete information as to the number 
and description of new housing units (new buildings and conversions ).

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BUILDING PERMITS ISSUED IN CANADA, FEBRUARY, 1944. 


The February report of Building Permits included returns from 160 of the 
204 municipalities in Canada which have systems for issuing such permits and of 
this number 108 reported detailed operations. The remaining 52 advised that no 
permits had been issued during the month of February, while 44 municipalities 
had failed to report at the close of March 10th. 


The total value of permits reported as issued in the month of February is 
| $5,259,283. Revised values for the month of January include returns from 200 
| ‘municipalities and aggregate $4,716,036. Reports were received from 48 of the 
58 original municipalities and showed. Value of $3,887,563 for February. The 
corresponding revised value of January includes 57 returns and is $4,245,735 
While the February 1943 value was $1,865,479. 


| The total value of permits issued by all municipalities during the two 

. elapsed months of this year is $9,975,319. The value of the 58 municipalities

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BUILDING PERMITS ISSUED IN CANADA, MARCH 1944 

The March report of Building Permits included returns from 171 of the 204 
municipalities in Canada which have systems for issuing such permits and of this 
number 147 reported detailed operations, The remaining 24 advised that no permits 
had been issued during the month of March, while 33 municipalities had failed to 
report at the close of April 10th, 


The total value of permite reported as issued in the month of March is 
$6,596,096. Revised values for the month of February include returns from 202 
muricipalities and aggregate $5,483,180. Reports were received from 57 of the 
58 original municipalities and show a value of $4,970,745 for March. The 
corresponding revised value of February includes 58 returns and is $4,021,453 
while the March 1943 value was $4,280,955. 


The total value of permits issued by all municipalities during the three 
elapsed months of this year is $16,885,052. The value of the 58 municipalities 
for the same period is $13,237,932, while their corresponding value in 1943 was 
$5,845,827. 


During the month of March new construction of all types amounted to 73.0 
per cent of the total value, while the percentage of new residential construction 
was 61.1

BUILDING PERMITS ISSUED IN CANADA, APRIL, 1944

The April report of Building Permits included returns from 177 of the 204 
municipalities in Canada which have systems for issuing such permits and of this 
number 164 reported detailed operations. The remaining 13 advised that no permits 
had been issued during the month of April, while 27 municipalities had failed to 
report at the closes of May 10th. 


The total value of permits reported as issued in the month of April is 
$12,059,045. Revised values for the month of March include returns from 202 
municipelities and aggregate $7,091,255. Reports were received from 53 of the 
58 original municipalities and show a value of $8,875,677 for April. The 
corresponding revised value of March includes 58 returns and is $5,023,330 
while the April 1943 value was $5,876,214. 


_ The total value of permits issued by all municipalities during the four 
elapsed months of this year is $29,439,254. The value of the 58 municipalities 
for the same period is $22,166,195, while their corresponding value in 1943 was 
$13,721,141. 


During the month of April new construction of all types amounted to 77.8 
per cent of the total value, while the percentage of new residential construction

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BUILDING PERMITS ISSUED IN CANADA, MAY, 1944 

The May report of Building Permits included returns from 176 of the 204 
minicipalities in Canada which have systems for issuing such permits and of this 
number 169 reported detailed operations. The remaining 7 advised that no permits 
had been issued during the month of May, while 28 municipalities had failed to 
report at the close of June 10th. 


The total value of permits reported as issued in the month of May is 
$16,869,573. Revised values for the month of April include returns from 201 
municipalities and aggregate $13,611,306. Reports were received from 54 of the 
58 original mnicipalities and show a value of $12,413,024 for May. The | 
corresponding revised value of April includes 58 returns and is $10,091, 047 
while the May 1943 value was $6,734,463. 


The total value of permits issued by all municipalities during the five 
elapsed months of this year is $47,861,088. The value of the 58 municipalities 
for the same period is $35,794,589, while their corresponding value in 1943 was 
$20,633,620. 


During the month of May new construction of all types amounted to 80.4_ 
per cent of the total value, while the percentage of new residential construction 
wes 64.6,

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BUILDING PERMITS ISSUED IN CANADA, JUNE, 1944. 


The June report of Building Permits included returns from 176 of the 204 
municipalities in Canada which have systems for issuing such permits and of this 
number 167 reported detailed operations. The remaining 9 advised that no permits 
had been issued during the month of June, while 28 municipalities had failed to 
report at the close of July 10th. 


The total value of permits reported as issued in the month of June is 
$14,274,590. Revised values for the month of May include returns from 205 muni- 
cipalities and aggregate $17,838,508. Reports were received from 53 of the 58 
original municipalities and show a value of $10,315,028 for June. The correspond- 
ing revised value of May includes 58 returns and is $12,812,914 while the June 
1943 value was $5,915,369. 


The total value of permits issued by all municipalities during the six 
elapsed months of this year is $63,105,198. The value of the 58 municipalities 
for the same period is $46,509,507, while their corresponding value in 1943 was 
$26 545,999. 


During the month of June new construction of all types amounted to 79.5 
per cent of the total value, while the percentage of new residential construction 
was 66.5. 


Table No. 4 is arranged so as to give complete information as to the number 
and description of new housing units (new building and conversions).

BUILDING PERMITS ISSUED IN CANADA, JULY, 1944. 


The July report of Building Permits included returns from 182 of the 204 
municipalities in Canada which have systems for issuing such permits and of this 
number 164 reported detailed operations. The remaining 18 advised that no permits 
had been issued during the month of July, while 22 municipalities had failed to 
report at the close of August lUtn. 


The total value of permits reported as issued in the month of July is 
$12,878,145. Revised values for the month of June include returns from 203 muni- 
cipalities and aggregate $14,673,080. Reports were received from 54 of the 58 
original municipalities and show a value of $9,478,969 for July. The correspond- 
ing revised value of June includes 58 returns and is $10,519,893 while the July 
1943 value was $7,872,172. 


The total value of permits issued by all municipalities during the seven 
elapsed months of this year is $76,374,548. The value of the 58 municipalities 
for the same period is $56,193,341, while their corresponding value in 19435 was 
$34,494,071. 


During the month of July new construction of all types amounted to 76.1 
per cent of the total value, while the percentage of new residential construction 
was 51.8. 


Table No. 4 is arranged so as to give complete information as to the number 
and description of new housing units (new building and conversions).

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BUILDING PERMITS ISSUED IN CANADA, AUGUST, 1944, 

The August report of Building Permits included returns from 173 of the 204 
municipalities in Canada which have systems for issuing such permits and of this 
number 162 reported detailed operations. The remaining 11 advised that no permits 
had been issued during the month of August, while 31 municipalities had failed to 
report at the close of September 1Cth. 


The total value of permits reported as issued in the month of August is 
$11,131,316. Revised values for the month of July include returns from 199 muni- 
cipalities and aggregate $15,323,063. Reports were received from 52 of the 58 
original municipalities and show a value of $8,297,275 for August. The correspond- 
ing revised value of July inoludes 57 returns and is $9,747,977 while the August 
1943 value was $5,670,059. 


The total value of permits issued by all municipalities during the eight 
elapsed months of this year is $87,950,982. The value of the 58 municipalities 
for the same period is $64,759,624, while their corresponding value in 1943 was 
$40, 166,330. 


During the month of August new construction of all types amounted to 77.2 
per cent of the total value, while the percentage of new residential construction 
was 59.4.

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BUILDING PERMITS ISSUED IN CANADA, SEPTEMBER, 1944, 


The September report of Building Permits included returns from 157 of 
the 204 municipalities in Canada which have systems for issuing such permits and 
of this number 148 reported detailed operations. ‘The remaining 9 advised that no 
permits had been issued during the months of September, while 47 municipalities 
had failed to report at the close of October 10th. 


The total value of permits reported as issued in the month of September 
is $9,546,779. Revised values for the month of August include returns from 201 
municipalities and aggregate $12,113,264. Reports were received from 51 of the 58 
original municipalities and show a value of $7,513,170 for September. The corres- 
ponding revised value of August includes 58 returns and is $8,869,133 while the 
September 1943 value was $5,846,117. 


The total value of permits issued by all mnicipalities during the nine 
elapsed months of this year is $98,479,709. The value of the 58 municipalities 
for the same period is $72,844,652, while their corresponding value in 1943 was 
$46,012,447. 


During the month of September new construction of all types amounted to 
72.1 per cent of the total value, while the percentage of new residential 
construction was 52.8. 


Table No. 4 is arranged so as to give complete information as to the 
number and description of new housing units (new building and conversions).

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BUILDING PERMITS ISSUED IN CANADA, OCTOBER, 1944, 


The October report of Building Permits included returns from 182 of 
the 204 municipalities in Canada which have systems for issuing such permits and 
of this number 172 reported detailed operations. The remaining 10 advised that 
no permits had been issued during the month of October, while 22 municipalities 
had failed to report at the close of November 10th. 


The total value of permits reported as issued in the month of October 
is $11,122,409, Revised values for the month of September include returns from 
200 municipalities and aggregate $10,767,915. Reports were received from 55 of 
the 58 original municipalities and show a value of $8,515,551 for October. The 
corresponding revised value of September includes 57 returns and is $7,718,456 
while the October 1943 value was $5,326,641. 


The total value of permits issued by all municipalities during the ten 
elapsed months of this year is $110,82%,254, The value of the 58 municipalities 
for the same period is $81,565,489, while their corresponding value in 1943 was 
$51, 398,313, 


During the month of October new construction of all types amounted to 
72.5 per cent of the total value, while the a of new residential

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BUILDING PERMITS ISSUED IN CANADA, NOVEMBER, 1944, 


The November report of Building Permits included returns from 165 of 
the 204 mmicipalities in Canada which have systems for issuing such permits and 
of this number 139 reported detailed operations. The remaining 26 advised that 
no permits had been issued during the month of November, while 39 municipalities 
had failed to report at the clese of December 10th. 


The total value of permits reported as issued in the month of November 
is $8,180,131. Revised values for the month of October include returns from 202 
minicipalities and aggregate $11,914,020. Reports were received from 54 of the 
58 original minicipalities and show a value of $6,596,818 for November. The 
corresponding revised value of October includes 58 returns and is $8,751,859 
while the November 1943 value was $5,106,060. 


The total value of permits issued by all mnicipalities during the 
eleven elapsed months of this year is $119,794,996,. The value of the 58 mnici- 
palities for the same period is $88,398,615, while their corresponding value in 
1943 was $56,504,373. 


During the month of November new construction of all types amounted to 
73.2 per cent of the total value, while the percentage of new residential 
construction was 49.7. 


Table No. 4 is arranged so as to give complete information as to the 
number and description of new housing units (new building and conversions).

The December report of Building Permits included returns from 175 of 
the 204 minicipalities in Canada which have systems for issuing such permits and 
of this number 126 reported detailed operations. The remaining 49 advised that 
no permits had been issued during the month of December, while 29 municipalities 
had failed to report at the close of January 10th. 


The total value of permits reported as issued in the month of December 
is $7,810,386. Revised values for the month of November include returns from 201 
municipalities and aggregate $9,056,141. Reports were received from 52 of the 
58 original municipalities and show a value of $6,762,518 for December, The 
corresponding revised value of November includes 57 returns and is $6, 823,188 
while the December 1943 value was $5,033,583. 


The total value of permits issued by all municipalities during the 
twelve elapsed months of this year is $128,481,392. The value of the 58 mnici- 
palities for the same period is $95,387,498, while their corresponding value in 
1943 was $61,537,956. 


During the month of December new construction of all types amounted to 
67.4 per cent of the total valus, while the percentage of new residential 
construction was 34.0.

The February report of Building Permits included returns from 174 of 
the 204 municipalities in Canada which have systems for issuing such permits and 
of this number 131 reported detailed operations. The remaining 43 advised that 
no permits had been issued during the month of February, while 30 municipalities 
had failed to report at the close of March 10th, 


The total value of permits reported as issued in the month of February 
is $7,131,923. Revised values for the month of January include returns from 200 
mnicipalities and aggregate $5,391,027. Reports were received from 53 of the 
58 original municipalities and show a value of $5,452,244 for February, The 
corresponding revised value of January includes 57 returns and is $4,332, 957 
while the February 1944 value was $4,021,453. 


The total value of permits icsued by all municipalities during the 
two elapsed months of this year is $12,522,950. The value of the 58 munici- 
palities for the same period is $9,785,201, while their corresponding value in 
1944 was $8,349,078. 


During the month of February new construction of all types amounted to 
59.2 per cent of the total value, while the percentage of new residential 
construction wae 38.3,

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BUILDING PERMITS ISSUED IN CANADA, MARCH, 1945 
The March report of Building Permits included returns from 176 of the 
204 minicipalities in Canada which have systems for issuing such permits and of 
this number 162 reported detailed operations. The remaining 14 advised that no 
permits had been issued during the month of March, while 28 municipalities had 
failed to report at the close of April 10th. 


The total value of pérmits reported as issued in the month of March is 
$12,421,167. Revised values for the month of February include returns from 203 
municipalities and aggregate $7,224,639. Reports were received from 56 of the 
58 original municipalities and show a value of $7,632,384 for March. The corre- 
sponding revised value of February includes 58 returns and is $5,481,375 while 
the March 1944 value was $5,078, 885. 


The total value of permits issued by all mmicipalities during the 
three elapsed months of this year is $25,036,833. The value of the 58 mnici- 
palities for the same period is $17,446,716, while their corresponding value in 
1944 was $13,427,963, 


During the month of March new construction of all types amounted to 
78.9 per cent of the total value, while the percentage of new residential 
construction was 49.6. 


Table No. 4 is arranged so as to give complete information as to the 
number and description of new housing units (new building and conversions).

BUILDING PERMITS ISSUED IN CANADA, APRIL, 1945 


The April report of Building Permits included returns from 169 of the 
204 municipalities in Canada which have systems for issuing such permits and of 
this number 162 reported detailed operations, The remaining 7 advised that no 
permits had been issued during the month of April, while 35 municipalities had 
failed to report at the close of May 10th. 


The total value of permits reported as issued in the month of April is 
$17,352,020. Revised values for the month of March include returns from 200 
municipalities and aggregate $12,786,815. Reports were received from 55 of the 
58 original municipalities and show a value of $12,585,674 for April. The 
corresponding revised value of March includes 58 returns and is $7,638,784 while 
the April 1944 value was $10,458, 427. 


The total value of permits issued by all municipalities during the 
four elapsed months of this year is $42,750,001. The value of the 58 mnici- 
palities for the same period is $30,038,790, while their corresponding value in 
1944 was $23,886,390. 


During the month of April new construction of all types amounted to 
77.8 per cent of the total value, while the percentage of new residential 
construction was 53.5.

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BUILDING FERMITS ISSUED IN CANADA, MAY, 1945 


Weer 


The May report of Building Permits includes returns from 179 of the 
204 municipalities in Canada which have systems for issuing such permits and of 
this number 174 reported detailed operations. The remaining 5 advised that no 
permits had been issued during the month of Mav, while 25 municipalities had 
failed to report at the close of June 10th. 


the total value of permits reported as issued in the month of Mav is 
$17,348,058, Revised values for the month of April include returns from 195 
municipalities and aggregate $17,735,330. Reports were received from 57 of the 
58 original municipalities and show a value of $12,434,770 for May, The corres- 
ponding revised value of April includes 57 returns and is $12,607,374 while the 
May 1944 value was $12,822, 599. 


The total value of permits issued by all municipalities during the 
five elapsed months of this year is $60,481,369. The value of the 58 munici- 
palities for the same period is $42,495,260, while their corresponding value in 
1944 was $36, 708,989. 


During the month of May new construction of all types amounted to 
82.3 per cent of the total value, while the percentage of new residential con- 
struction was 69.9. 


Table No, 4 is arranged so as to give complete information as to the 
number and description of new housing units (new building and conversions).

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BUILDING PERMITS ISSUED IN CANADA, JUNE, 1945 


The June report of Building Permits includes returns from 174 of the 
204 minicipalities in Canada which have systems for issuing such permits and of 
this number 168 reported detailed operations. The remaining 6 advised that no 
permits had been issued during the month of June, while 30 municipalities had 
failed to report at the close of July 10th. 


. The total value of permits reported as issued in the month of June is 
$17,189,891. Revised valued for the month of May include returns from 196 
municipalities and aggregate $17,778,173. Reports were received from 55 of the 
58 original municipalities and show a value of $12,396,752 for June. The corres- 
ponding revised value of May includes 58 returns and is $12,530,755 while the 
June 1944 value was $10, 871,193. 


The total value of permits issued by all municipalities during the 
six elapsed months of this year is $78,111,275. The value of the 58 munici- 
palities for the same period is $54,987,997, while their corresponding value in 
1944 was $47,580,182. 


During the month of June new construction of all types amounted to 
78.7 per cent of the total value, while the percentage of new residential con- 
struction was 61.1. 


Table No. 4 is arranged so as to give complete information as to the 
number and description of new housing units (new building and conversions).

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BUILDING PERMITS ISSUED IN CANADA, JULY, 1945 


et arer—— 


The July report of Building Permits includes returns from 173 of tne 
204 municipalities in Canada which have systems for issuing such permits and of 
this number 166 reported detailed operations. The remaining 7 advised that no 
permits had been issued during the month of July, while 31 municipalities had 
failed to report at the close of August 10th. 


The total value of permits reported as issued in the month of July is 
$18,777,266. Revised values for the month of June include returns from 403 
municipalities and aggregate $19,573,902. Reports were received from 55 of the 
58 original municipalities and show a value of $14,168,916 for July. The 
corresponding revised value of June includes 58 returns and is $14,188,447 while 
the July 1944 value was $9,751,652. 


The total value of permits issued by all municipalities during the 
seven elapsed months of this year is $99,329,112. The value of the 58 munici- 
palities for the same period is $70,948,608, while their corresponding value 
in 1944 was $57,331,834. 


During the month of July new construction of all types amounted to 
78.4 per cent of the total value, while the percentage of new residential con- 
struction was 53.8. 


Table No. 4 is arranged so as to give complete information as to the 


number and description of new housing units (new building and conversions).

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BUILDING PERMITS ISSUED IN AUGUST, 1945 


RIN, 


Reflecting the continued high level of building activity in Canada, the value of building permits issued by minic- 
ipalities which reported to the Dominion Bureau of Statistics, reached the value of $22,425,459 in August, recording a 


slight increase over the July total of $19,768,744 and exceeding the August 1944 total of $12,132,912 by 89 per cent. Per- 


mits for new construction were issued in August to the value of $18,498,276 and additions, alterations and repairs, 
$3,927,273. For the first eight months of the current year, permits were granted to the value of $122,743,139 as compared 
with $89,081,113 in the comparable period of 1944, an advance of 38 per cent. 

New housing units represented in the building permits issued in August by the reporting municipalities numbered 
2,725 of which 2,405 were new buildings and 320 were conversions. In August last year, 2,597 permits were issued for 
housing units, incliding 2,339 for the construction of new buildings and 258 for conversions, The aggregate value of new 
residential buildings, additions and repairs thereto, was $11,057,673 in August this year as compared with $8,419,753 in 
August 1944, 

Permits for the construction of 18,379 new dwelling units were granted during the first eight months of the 
present year as compared with 17,743 in the same period of 1944, The permits for 1945 included 16,265 for new buildings 
and 2,114 conversions. The value of new residential buildings, and additions and repairs thereto amounted to $75,099,302 
during the first eight months of this year as compared with $61,123,424 in the samo period of 1944. 

The present report is based on returns received from 175 of the 204 municipalities in Canada which have systems 


for issuing such permits and of this number 172 reported detailed operations. The remaining three advised that no per- 


mits had been issued during the month, while 29 mnicipalities had failed to report by September 12, at which time com- 


pilations are proceeded with.

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BUILDING PERMITS ISSUED IN SEPTEMBER, 1945 
The value of building permits issued by municipalities which reported to the Dominion Bureau of Statistics 
reached the value of $17,518,312 in September, recording a decline from the August total of $23,203,244 but exceeding 
the September 1944 total of $10,807,400 by 62 per cent. Permits for new construction were issued in September to the 
value of $13,941,078 and additions, alterations and repairs, $3,577,234. For the first nine months of the current 
year, permits were granted to the value of $141,317,781 as compared with $99,825,493 in the comparable period of 1944, 
an advance of 42 per cent. 


New housing units represented in the building permits issued in September by the reporting municipalities 
numbered 2,660 of which 2,455 were new buildings and 205 were conversions. In September last year, 1,822 permits were 
issued for housing units, including 1,540 for the construction of new buildings and 282 for conversions. The aggregate 
value of new residential buildings, additions and repairs thereto, was $11,190,338 in September this year as compared 
with $6,507,389 in September, 1944, 


Permits for the construction of 21,176 new dwelling units were granted during the first nine months of the 
present year as compared with 19,565 in the same period of 1944, The permits for 1945 included 18,846 for new build- 
ings and 2,330 conversions. The value of new residential buildings, and additions and repairs thereto amounted to 
$87,025,505 during the first nine months of this year as compared with $67,630,813 in the same period of 1944, 


The present report is based on returns received from 168 of the 204 municipalities in Canada which have 
systems for issuing such permite and of this number 164 reported detailed operations, The remaining four advised that 
no permits had been issued during the month, while 36 municipalities had failed to report by October 12, at which time 
compilations are proceeded with.

Building permits issued by municipalities which reported to the Dominion Bureau of Statistios reached the 
value of $18,999,903 in October, recording a decline from the September total of $20,023,799 but exceeding the October 
1944 total of $11,934,370 by 59 per cent. Permits for new construction were issued in October to the value of 
$15,802,162 and additions, alterations and repairs, $3,197,741. For the first ten months of the current year, permits 
were granted to the valuo of $162,883,501 as compared with $111,759,863 in the comparable period of 1944, an advance 
of 46 per cent. 

New housing units represented in the building permits issued in October by the reporting municipalities 
numbered 2,925 of which 2,688 were new buildings and 237 were conversions, In October last year, 1,776 permits were 
issued for housing units, including 1,513 for the construction of new buildings and 263 for conversions. The aggregate 
value of new residential buildings, additions and repairs thereto, was $11,162,964 in October this year as compared 
with $5,906,995 in October, 1944. 

Permits for the construction of 24,550 new dwelling units were granted during the first ten months of the 
present year as compared with 21,541 in the same period of 1944. The permits for 1945 included 21,940 for new build- 
ings and 2,610 conversions. The value of new residential buildings, and additions and repairs thereto amounted to 
$101,109,407 during the first ten months of this year as compared with $74,439,260 in the same period of 1944. 

The present report is based on returns received from 167 of the'204 mnicipalities in Canada which have 
systems for issuing such permits and of this number 164 reported detailed operations. The remaining three advised that 
no permits had been issued during the month, while 37 minicipalities had failed to report by November 12, at which 
time compilations are proceeded with.

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BUILDING PERMITS ISSUED IN NOVEMBER, 1945 


Building permits issued by municipalities which reported to the Dominion Bureau of Statistics reached the 
value of $15,504,697 in November, recording a decline from the October total of $19,500,603 but exceeding the November 
1944 total of $9,066,991 by 71 per cent. Permits for new construction were issued in November to the value of 
$13,296,735 and additions, alterations and repairs, $2,207,962. For the first 11 months of the current year, permits 
were granted to the value of $178,893,968 as compared with $120,826,854 in the comparable period of 1944, an advance 
of 49 per cent. 

New housing units represented in the building permits issued in November by the reporting municipalities 
numbered 2,009 of which 1,757 were new buildings and 272 were conversions. In November last year, 1,458 permits were 
issued for housing units, including 1,192 for the construction of new buildings and 266 for conversions. The aggregate 
value of new residential buildings, additions and repairs thereto, was $8,105,064 in November this year as compared 
with $5,345,991 in November, 1944. 

Permits for the construction of 26,587 new dwelling units were granted during the first 11 months of the 
present year as compared with 22,799 in the same period of 1944. The permits for 1945 included 23,699 for new 
buildings and 2,888 conversions. The value of new residential buildings, and additions and repairs thereto amounted 
to $109,524,451 during the first 11 months of this year as compared with $79,785,251 in the same period of 1944. 

The present report is based on returns received from 173 of the 204 mumicipalities in Canada which have 
systems for issuing such permits and of this number 162 reported detailed operations. The remaining 11 advised that 
no permits had been issued during the month, while 31 municipalities had failed to report by December 12, at which 


time compilations are proceeded with.

BUILDING PERMITS ISSUED IN DECEMBER, 1945 

Building permits issued by municipalities which reported to the Dominion Bureau of Statistics reached the 
value of $13,540,946 in December, recording a deoline from the November total of $18,116,236 but exceeding the December 
1944 total of $7,901,591 by 71 per cent. Permits for new construction were issued in December to the value of 
$10,355,789 and additions, alterations and repairs, $3,205,157. For the ourrent year, permits were granted to the value 
of $195,142,798 as compared with $128,728,465 in the comparable period of 1944, an advance of 52 per cent. 

New housing units represented in the building permits issued in December by the reporting municipalities 
numbered 1,507 of which 1,357 were new buildings and 170 were conversions. In December last year, 896 permits were 
issued for housing wits, including 755 for the construction of new buildings and 141 for conversions. The aggregate 
value of new residential buildings, additions and repairs thereto, was $5,291,709 in December this year as compared 
with $3,165,936 in December, 1944. 

Permits for the construction of 28,462 new dwelling units were granted during the present year as compared 
with 23,695 in the same period of 1944. The permits for 1945 included 25,530 for new buildings and 2,932 conversions. 
The value of new residential buildings, and additions and repairs thereto amounted to $116,710, 963 during this year as 
compared with $82,951,187 in the same period of 1944. 

The present report is based on returns received from 165 of the 204 municipalities in Canada which have 
systems for issuing such permits and of this number 135 reported detailed operations. The remiining $0 advised that 
no permits had been issued during the month, while 39 mmicipalities had failed to report by January 12, at which 


time compilations are proceeded with.

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BUILDING PERMITS ISSUED IN JANUARY, 1946 

Building permits issued by municipalities which reported to ae Dominion Bureau of Statistics reached the 
value of $15,539,919 in January, recording a decline from the December total of $15,231,878 but exceeding the January 
1945 total of $5,394,227 by 151 per cent. Permits for new construction were issued in January to the value of 
$6,976,560 and additions, alterations and repairs, $757,052. For the past year, permits were granted to the value 
of $196,858,235 as compared with $128,728,465 in the comparable period of 1944, an advance of 53 per cent. 

New housing units represented in the building permits issued in January by the reporting municipalities 
numbered 1,908 of which 1,658 were new buildings and 250 were conversions, In January last year, 806 permits were 
issued for housing units, including 578 for the construction of new buildings and 228 for conversions, The aggregate 
value of new residential buildings, additions and repairs thereto, was $7,713,612 in January this year as compared 
with $2,400,692 in January, 1945. 

Permits for the construction of 28,558 new dwelling units were granted during last year as compared with 
23,695 in the same period of 1944, The permits for 1945 included 25,617 for new buildings and 2,941 oonversions. 

The value of new residential buildings, and additions and repairs thereto amounted to $117,784,666 during last year 
as compared with $82,951,187 in the same period of 1944. 

The present report is based on returns received from 165 of the 204 municipalities in Canada which have 
systems for issuing such permits and of this number 132 reported detailed operations, The remaining 33 advised that 
no permits had been issued during the month, while 39 municipalities had failed to report by February 12, at which 


time compilations are proceeded with.

Building permits issued by municipalities which reported to the Dominion Bureau of Statistics reached the 
value of $16,156,047 in February, recording @ small increase from the Jamary total of $15,252,348 and exceeding the 
February 1945 total of $7,224,439 by 124 per cent. Permits for new construction were issued in February to the value 
of $12,608,713 and additions, alterations and repairs, $3,547,334. For the first two months of the ourrent year, 
permits were granted to the value of $31,408,395 as compared with $12,618,666 in the comparable period of 1945, an 
advance of 149 per cent, 

New housing unite represented in the building permits issued in February by the reporting municipalities 
numbered 1,903 of which 1,682 were new buildings and 221 were conversions, In February last year, 1,099 permits were 
issued for housing unite, including 834 for the construction of new buildings and 265 for conversions. The aggregate 
value of new residential buildings, additions and repairs thereto, was $7,819,812 in February this year as compared 
with $3,449,565 in February, 1945. 

Permits for the construction of 3,918 new dwelling units were granted during the first two months of the 
present year as compared with 1,905 in the same period of 1945. The permits for 1946 included 53,445 for new buildings 
and 475 conversions, The value of new residential buildings, and additions and repairs thereto amounted to $16,004,749 
during the first two months of this year as compared with $5,850,257 in the same period of 1945. 

The present report is based on returns received from 171 of the 204 mmioipalities in Canada which have . 
systems for issuing such permits and of this number 145 reported detailed operations. The remaining 26 advised that 
no permits had been issued during the month, while 33 municipalities had failed to report by March 12, at which time 


compilations are proceeded with.

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BUILDING PERMITS ISSUED IN MARCH, 1946 


Building permits issued by municipalities which reported to the Dominion Bureau of Statistios reached the 
value of $35,733,524 in March, recording a substantial increase from the February total of $16,562,616 and exceeding the 
March 1945 total of $12,782,715 by 180 per cent. Permits for new construction were issued in March to the value of 
$27,993,553 and additions, alterations and repairs, $7,739,971. For the first three months of the current year, 
permits were granted to the value of $67,566,938 as compared with $25,401,381 in the comparable period of 1945, an 
advance of 166 per cent. 

New housing units represented in the building permits issued in March by the reporting municipalities 
numbered 4,061 of which 3,680 were new buildings and 381 were conversions. In March last year, 1,742 permits were 
issued for housing units, inoluding 1,490 for the construotion of new buildings and 252 for conversions. The aggregate 
value of new residential buildings, additions and repairs thereto, was $17,862,627 in March this year as compared 
with $7,326,522 in Maroh, 1945. 

Permits for the construction of 8,034 new dwelling units were granted during the first three months of the 
present year as compared with 3,647 in the same period of 1945. The permits for 1$46 included 7,162 for new buildings 
and 872 conversions. The value of new residential buildings, and additions and repairs thereto amounted to #34,116,160 
during the first three months of this year as compared with $13,176,779 in the same period of 1945. 

The present report is based on returns received from 189 of the 204 municipalities in Canada which have 
systems for issuing such permits and of this number 183 reported detailed operations, The remaining 6 advised that 


no permits had been issued during the month, while 15 municipalities had failed to report by April 12, at whioh time 


compilations are proceeded with.

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BUILDING PERMITS ISSUED IN APRIL, 1946 

Building permits issued by municipalities which reported to the Dominion Bureau of Statistics reached the 
value of $52,683,371 in April, recording an increase from the March total of $39,567,003 and exceeds the April 1945 
total of $17,849,585 by 195 per cent. Permits for new construction were issued in April to the value of $42,328,669 
and additions, alterations and repairs, $10,354,702. For the first four months of the current year, permits wore 
granted to the value of $124,085,788 as compared with $43,133,311 in the comparable period of 1945, an advance of 
188 per cent. 

w housing units represented in the building permits issued in April by the reporting municipalities 
numbered 6,946 of which 6,493 were new buildings and 453 were conversionse In April last year, 2,638 permits were 
issued for housing units, including 2,411 for the construction of new buildings and 227 for conversions. The aggre= 
gate value of new residential buildings, additions and repairs thereto, was $28,511,334 in April this year as com- 
pared with $10,434,443 in April, 1945. 

Permits for the construction of 15,606 new dwelling units were granted during the first four months of the 
present year as compared with 6,285 in the samo period of 1945. The permits for 1946 included 14,240 for new buildings 
and 1,363 conversions. The value of new residential buildings, and additions and repairs thereto amounted to $65,226,544 
during the first four months of this year as compared with $24,068,997 in the same period of 1945. 

The present report is based on returns received from 185 of the 204 municipalities in Canada which have 
systems for issuing such permits and of this mmber 183 reported detailed operations. The remaining 1 advised that 
no permits had been issued during the menth, while 20 municipalities had failed to report by May 12, at which time

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BUILDING PERMITS ISSUED IN JUNE, 1946 


Building permits issued by municipalities which reported to the ey Bureau of Statistics reached the 
value of $25,546,002 in June, recording a decrease from the May total of $47,458,102 but exceeding the June 1945 
total of $19,566,002 by 50 per cent. Permits for new construction were issued in June to the value of $21,190,437 
and additions, alterations and repairs, $4,155,565. For the first six months of the current year, permits were 
granted to the value of $200,758,967 as compared with $80,675,251 in the comparable period of 1945, an advance of 
149 per cent. 

New housing untis represented in the building permits issued in June by the reporting municipalities 
numbered 3,510 of which 3,085 were new buildings and 225 were conversions. In june last year, 5,036 permits were 
issued for housing units, including 2,816 for the construction of new buildings and 220 for conversions. The agere- 
gate value of new residential buildings, additions and repairs thereto, was $15,425,023 in June this year as com- 
pared with $13,155,958 in Jume 1945. 

Permits for the construction of 24,924 new dwelling units were granted during the first six months ot’ the 
present year as compared with 12,589 in the same period of 1945. The permits for 1946 included 22,858 for new build- 
ings and 2,066 conversions. The value of new residential buildings, and additions and repairs thereto amounted to 
$103 ,016,584 during the first six months of this year as compared with $51,161,037 in the same period of 1945. 

The predeuk report is based on returns received from 168 of the 204 municipalities in Canada which have 
systems for issuing such permits and, of this number, 166 reported detailed operations. The remaining 2 advised 
that no permits had been issued during the month while 36 municipalities failed to report by ine. 12, at which time 
compilations are ‘proceeded with.

BUILDING PERMITS ISSUED IN JULY, 1946

Building permits issued by municipalities which reported to the ‘Dominion Bureau of Statistics reached the 


value of $55,107,226 in July, recording an increase from the June total of $31,172,041 and exceeding the July 1945 
total of $19,939,299 by 66 per cent. Permits for new construction were issued in July to the value of $25,901,523 
and additions, alterations and repairs, $7,205,903. For the first seven months of the current year, permits were 
granted to the value of $259,839,334 as compared with $100,612,550 in the comparable period of 1945, an advance of 
138 per oent. 

New housing units represented in the building permits issued in July by the reporting municipalities 
numbered $,529 of which 3,280 were new buildings and 249 were conversions. In July last year, 3,028 permits were 
issued for housing units, including 2,821 for the construction of new buildings and 207 for conversions. The aggre= 
gate value of new residential buildings, additions and repairs thereto, was $15,470,089 in July this year as com- 
pared with $13,045,532 in July 1945. 

Permits for the construction of 28,453 new dwelling units were granted during the first seven months of the 
present year as compared with 15,617 in the same period of 1945. The permits for 1946 included 26,138 for new build- 
ings and 2,515 conversions. The value of new residential buildings, and additions and repeirs thereto amounted to 
$122,486,708 during the first seven months of this year as compared with 464,204,369 in the same period of 1945. 

The present report is based on returns received from 175 of the 204 municipalities in Canada which have 
systems for issuing such permits and, of this number, 174 reported detailed operations. The remaining 1 advised 
that no permits had been issued during the month while 29 municipalities failed to report by August 12, at which time 


compilations are proceeded with.

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fa PERMITS ISSUED IN AUGUST, 1946 

Building permits issued by municipalities which reported to ene Boston Bureau of Statistics reached the 
value of $25,759,214 in August, recording a decrease from the July total of $34,083,984 and exceeding the August 1945 
total of $23,276,769 by 10.7 per cent. Permits for new construction were issued in August to the value of $20,817,786 
and additions, alterations and repairs, $4,941,428. For the first eight months of the ourrent year, permits were 
granted to the value of $267,361,578 as compared with $123,889,319 in the comparable period of 1945, an advance of 
116 per cent. 

New housing units represented in the building permits issued in August by the reporting municipalities 
numbered 3,422 of which 3,157 were new buildings and 265 were conversions. In August last year, 2,746 permits were 
issued for housing units, including 2,435 for the construction of new buildings and 311 for conversions. The aggre- 
gate value of new residential buildings, additions and repairs thereto, was $15,461,546 in August this year as com- 
pared with $11,524,438 in August 1945. 

Permits for the construction of 32,040 new dwelling units were granted during the first eight months of the 
present year as compared with 18,363 in the same period of 1945, The permits for 1946 included 29,454 for new build- 
ings and 2,586 for conversions. The value Bae ae residential buildings, and additions and repairs amounted to 
$137,948,254 during the first eight months of this year as compared with $75,728,807 in the same period of 1945. 

The present report is based on returns received from 162 of the 204 municipalities in Canada whioh have 
systems for issuing such permits and, of this number, 157 reported detailed operations. The remaining 5 advised 
that no permits had been issued during the month while 42 municipalities failed to report by September 10, at which 


time compilations are proceeded with.

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BUILDING PERMITS 
SEPTEMBER,__1946 


Building permits issued by mmicipalities which reported to the Dominion Bureau of Statistics reached the 
value of $27,493,156 in September, recording a decrease from the August total of $30,941,560 and exceeding the 
September 1945 total of $20,037,694 by 37.2 per cent. Permits for new construction were issued in September to the 
value of $22,346,348 and additions, alterations and repairs, $5,146,808. For the first nine months of the current year, 
permits were granted to the value of $299,081,241 as compared with $143,927,013 in the comparable period of 1945, an 
advance of 108 per cent. 

New housing units represented in the building permits issued in September by the reporting municipalities 
numbered 3,221 of which 2,558 were new buildings and 263 were conversions. In September last year, 3,075 permits 
were issued for housing units, including 2,853 for the construction of new buildings end 222 for conversions. The 
ageregate value of new residential buildings, additions and repairs thereto, was $15,001,123 in September this year 
as compared with $13,036,933 in September 1945. 

Permits for the construction of 35,801 new dwelling units were granted during the first nine months of the 
present year as compared with 21,438 in the same period of 1945. The permits for 1946 included 32,919 for new build- 
ings and 2,882 for conversions. The value of new residential buildings, and additions and repairs amounted to 
$155,610,973 during the first nine months of this year as compared with $88,765,740 in the same period of 1945, 

The present report is based on returns received from 178 of the 204 municipalities in Canada which have 
systems for issuing such permits and, of this number,174 reported detailed operations. The remaining 4 advised that 
no permits had been issued during the month while 265 municipalities failed to report by October 10, at which time 


compilations are proceeded with.

Every month the Dominion Bureau of Statistics collects details of building permits issued, from 204 selected 
Municipalities in Canada, In the month of October, 171 of these Municipalities reported that permits to the value of 
$30,570,258 were issued by them, This represents an increase of $1,523,073 over the September value which was 
$29,047,185, and also shows an increase over the corresponding October 1945 value of $10,926,785, or 55.6 per cent,

$170,973,064 during the first ten months of this year as compared with $101,423,652 in the same period of 1945, 


The present report is based on returns received from 171 of the 204 selected Municipalities in Canada 
which have facilities for issuing such permits and, of this number, 165 reported detailed operations, The remaining 
six advised that no permits had been issued during the mozth while 32 Mumicipalities failed to report by November 10, 
at which time compilations are proceeded with,

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BUILDING PERMITS

Every month the Dominion Bureau of Statistics collects details of building permits issued, from 204 selected 
Municipalities in Canada, In the month of November, 181 of these Municipalities reported that permits to the value 
of $23,786,675 were issued by them, This represents a decrease of $9,824,526 from the October value which was 
$33,611,201, and shows an increase over the corresponding November 1945 value of $5,628,104 or 30.9 per cent. 


Permits for new construction in November were valued at $18,818,908, while additions, alterations and repairs 
accounted for $4,967,767. 


For the first eleven months of the current year, the total value of permits issued was $358,410,930, in com- 
parison with $181,741,422 for the same period of 1945, This represents an increase of $176,669,508 or 97 per cent,

New housing units represented in the building permits issued in November by the reporting Municipalities 
numbered 2,766 of which 2,459 were new buildings and 307 were conversions, In November last year, 2,495 permits 
were issued for housing wits, including 2,209 for the construction of new buildings and 286 for conversions, The 
aggregate value of new residential buildings, additions and repairs thereto, was $12,624,985 in November this year 
as compared with $9,993,002 in November, 1945. 


Permits for the construction of 42,270 new dwelling mits were granted during the first eleven months of 
the present year as compared with 26,956 in the same period of 1945, The permits for 1946 included 38,925 for new 
buildings and 3,545 for conversions, The value of new residential buildings, and additions and repairs amounted 
to $183,597,149 during the first eleven months of this year as compared with $111, 416,654 in the same period of 
1945. 


The present report-is based on returns received from 181 of the 204 selected Municipalities in Canada 
which have facilities for issuing such permits and, of this number, 173 reported detailed operations, The remain- 
ing eight advised that no permits had been issued during the month while 23 Muicipalities failed to report by 
December 10, at which time compilations are proceeded with.

The Dominion Bureau of Statistics receives monthly from 204 elected Municipalities, details of all building 
permits issued by them. In December, 169 of these Municipalities reported they had issued permits to the value of 
$23,388,913. This represents a decrease of $835,897 from the November value of $24,224,810 and shows an increase of: 
$8,068,275 or 52.7 per cent over the corresponding December, 1945 value of $15,320,638. 


In December 1946 permits for new construction were valued at $19,421,202, while additions, alterations and 
repairs ‘accounted for $3,967,711. 


For the twelve months of the current year, the total value of permits issued was $382,028,707 in comparison 
with $197,187,160 for the same period of 1945. This represents an increase of $184,841,547 or 93.7 per cent. 


New housing units to the number of 1,142 were created in December 1946 according to information contained in 
these reports. 1,059 units were entirely new, while 83 were conversions. In December of last year, 1,613 units 
were created, 1,434 by the construction of new buildings while 179 were obtained by conversions. The aggregate value 
of the new residential units created in December 1946, including additions, repairs, etc., was $7,728,222 as compared 
with $6,472,177 in December 1945, This represents an increase of $1,256,045 or 19.4 per cent. 


Permits were issued for the construction of 45,628 new dwelling units during the twelve months of the 
present year as compared with 28,569 in the same period of 1945, The permits for 1946 included 39,999 for new build- 
ings and 3,629 for conversions. The value of new residential buildings, and additions and repairs to existing ones, 
amounted to $191,325,371 for the year as compared with $117,888,831 in 1945, As all municipalities have not yet 
reported for 1946 the value of $191,525,371 is not complete for that year. 


The present report is based on returns received from 169 of the 204 selected Municipalities in Canada which 
have facilities for issuing such permits, and, of this number 151 reported detailed operations. Kighteen of them 


advised that no permits had been issued during the month while 35 Municipalities failed to report by January 10, at 
which time compilations are proceeded with.
